Among his rcord $125 m illion “blue 
penciled’’ cuts was $4.6 
m illion ear- 
marked for em ploye pay hikes. 
The 186,000 w orkers still got 
a 5 
per cent salary boost. But the leg isla ­ 
ture had proposed that 46,000 of the low- 
est paid receive a 7.5 per cent raise. 
Reagan 
trim m ed that to 6 per cent. 
The CSEA charged Reagan “ picked on’’ 
laundry w orkers, 
highway patrolmen, 
kitchen 
helpers, firefighters, psychia­ 
tric 
technicians, 
clerica l 
w orkers, 
rugnway 
maintenance 
men, 
nurses,

GM, the world’s largest auto manu­ 
facturing firm , said Thursday ttat the

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UN votes to 
censure Israel 
for annex act

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 15 
m em ber United Nations Security Council 
voted unanimously Thursday night to cen­ 
su re Israel for its m oves to aiuiex the 
Arab section of Jerusalem , whi- h itcaj)- 
tured during the 1967 Middle b ast war. 
Israeli Am bassador Joseph Tekuah im­ 
m ediately rejected the resolution, savinc 
“ p olitical or m ilitary harassm ent will 
not sway Isra el.” 
The council resolution, sponsored by 
Pakistan, Senegal and Zambia, was a 
watered down step from tlie full condem­ 
nation of Israel, which A lgeria and Ne- 
pal had demanded in a resolution they 
introduced. 
The United States al)stained in a 14- 
0 prelim inary vote on a paragraph ofthe 
resolution which “ urgently ca lls for Is. 
rael to rescind forthwith all m easures 
taken by it which may tend to change the 
status of the city of Jerusalem and in 
future to refrain from all actions liktv 
ly to have such an effec t.’’ 
U.S. Ambassador C harles W. Yost sub­ 
sequently voted for the resolution as a 
whole. 
The m easure censured Israel for all 
its m easu res taken to change the status 
o f the m ile-square Arab quarter ofthe Old 
City of Jerusalem and confirm ed previ­ 
ous U.N. d ecision s that all Israeli ac­ 
tions in this regard are in valii. 
The resolution decreed that if Israel 
ignores the d irective, the council shall 
“ reconvene without delay to consider 
what further action should lie taken in 
this m atter.’’

tant Senate Agriculture Com m ittee has

tion of DDT in California over the next 
three years. 
The 
m easure, 
d rastically amended 
during four public and closed-door s e s ­ 
sions of the com m ittee, was sent to the 
Finance Comm ittee on a near unanimous 
voice vote Tliursday. 
Sen. 
Fred Marier Jr., R-R**dding, a 
foe of mandating a cutoff deadline for 
DDT, 
cast 
the only 
dissenting vote. 
The m easure se ts a Dec. 31, 
1971, 
deadline for baruiing the sa le , use and 
p ossession of DDT. 
But it authorizes 
the director of agriculture to extend the 
cutoff one year if no substitute is found. 
Originally, the bill by Sen. John A. Ne- 
jedly, 
R-Walnut Creek, proposed a tian 
effective next January. Rut the pesticide 
imlustry, 
farm ers and the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture expressed fear 
ttiat an alternative could not tie develop­ 
ed in tim e to com ply.

National surgeon for 
Vets of W W I dies 
Funeral services were held 
Wednesday for Frank Eugene 
Mombert, 
MD, a resident of 
Santa Barbara and national sur­ 
geon of the Veterans of World 
w ar I. 
Before retiring in 1955, Dr. 
Mombert 
practiced 
in South 
America and Mexico, 
as well 
as in the U.S., and moved to 
Santa Barbara in 1942. 
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The Apollo 11 moon shot, 
July 16 will hopefully land two 
men on the moon's surface, and 
thus enable them to discover a 
whole new world . . .a world 
only dreamed of by men through 
history. 
It is ironic however, that the 
medium for one of the most 
important 
support groups to 
Apollo 11 will still be the sea 
and ships. In 1492, Columbus 
discovered a new world through 
use of these media. July 16. 
Armstrong, Collins and Aldrin 
will also discover a new world 
with the support of sea and 
ships. 
Four ships, the USNS Vaiv- 
guard, Huntsville, Mercury and 
Redstone are each equipped with 
over 445 tons of extremely com­ 
plex electronic and com mum 
ications equipment required for 
the support of manned missions. 
Known as the Apollo Instru­ 
mentation Ships, they are part 
of NASA’s worldwide tracking 
network for Apollo missions. 
The ships can be thought of as 
floating tracking stations. 0^> 
erating in the broad ocean area, 
they are used to track and maim 
tain 
communications with the 
Apollo spacecraft when it is out 
of reach of land based sta­ 
tions. 
“ The organization is unique. 
It’s one of the few Air Force 
organizations that’s responsi- 
ble for ships,’’ says Maj. Leo 
Glenn. He is referring to his 
duty as chief of the Engineer­ 
ing Division of the Apollo Ships 
ASORF 
as 
it 
is commonly 
known. The group is a special 
task force 
composed of Air 
Force Western Test Range per­ 
sonnel at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. Their mission: to im 
sure that the four Apollo instrm 


mented ships are ready to sup­ 
port the historic flights in the 
Apollo 
man-to-the-moon pro­ 
gram. 
Using C-Band radar, unified 
S-Band radar and telemetry re­ 
ceivers, these ships gather data 
on spacecraft performance and 
the well being oftheastroanuts. 
Such data is transmitted from 
the ships in real time (as it 
happens) and relayed via satel­ 
lite by the ship’s communica­ 
tions mission to the Mission 
Control 
Center 
at 
Houston. 
Commands 
originated 
at 
NASA’s Mission Control Center 
can be sent in real time to the 
Apollo spacecraft through the 
digital 
command systems on 
each of the ships. 
The spectacular 
flight 
of 
Apollo 8, the Christmas lunar 
orbit mission, demonstrates the 
critical role these ships play in 
gathering 
valuable 
real time 
data. Shortly after lifto ff the 
USNS Vanguard, stationed about 
1000 miles southeast of Berm u- 
da, provided confirmation that 
the spacecraft had attained the 
proper velocity and elevation to 
insert into an earth orbit. The 
USNS Mercury, stationed in the 
southwest Pacific provided cri­ 
tical data to the Manned Space­ 
craft Center, at Houston, during 
the translunar injection burn, 
which sent the astronauts in 
their way to the moon. The Red­ 
stone and the Huntsville pr<v 
vided support during the reen- 
try. On the Apollo 9 mission, 
the Apollo ships collected five 
tons of data during the ten day 
mission 
which 
is equivalent 
to the data collected from ap­ 
proximately 
100 
ballistic 
launches supported by tt* Air 
Force Westerh Test Range. 
Despite the fact that these 
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are “ space age” ships, they are 
not entirely immune to the same 
problems that must have faced 
Columbus’ fleet. For example, 
the Mercury tracked Apollo 7 
while in the midst of a typhoon 
and during the Apollo 9 mis­ 
sion the Vanguard endured near­ 
ly three weeks of storm s with 
high seas and winds up to 50 
knots. Additionally, one of the 
onboard Satellite Communica­ 
tions Systems suffered a cri­ 
tical failure six days before the 
launch of the spacecraft. Using 
techniques developed and used 
during each of the previous two 
missions, the Apollo Ships Op­ 
erational Readiness Force (a 
special 
Western 
Test Range 
task force who insure the ships 
are ready to support each mi& 
sion) made arrangements for an 
emergency air drop to replace­ 
ment parts. While it was only 
five days prior to the mission, 
the air drop provided the parts 
needed to ready the Satellite 
Communications 
System for 
support of the Apollo 9 flight. 
With these four highly instru­ 
mented 
ocean 
going vessels, 
m an's exploration of the moon 
will be made easier and safer.

happy. 


Evidence of this new in­ 
terest in an old art may be 
seen at New York’s Hall­ 
mark Gallery, where a com­ 
prehensive, fascinating ex­ 
hibit of American needle­ 
work is d r a w i n g record 
crowds. “ Stitched in Time: 
American Needlework Past 
and Present” is the title of 
the show, and the 500-plus 
items of needlework shown 
there span over 300 years of 
American history. 


About half of the items are 
on 
loan 
f r o m 
museums 
across the country and rep- 
r e s e n t 
museum - quality 
craftsmanship. But the real 
enduring value of this show 
comes from n e e d l e w o r k 
which is sometimes naive, 
sometimes clumsy and un­ 
skilled, sometimes even un­ 
finished. These items earned 
a place in the show because 
they say something of the 
people who made them. 


A real attempt has been 
made to represent regional 
work. The Spanish influence 
in the Southwest is shown by 
colcha 
embroidery. 
From 
Norwegian beginnings come 
wool embroideries known as 
hardanger and hallingdal. A 
German »rigin is reflected in 
the P e n n s y l v a n i a Dutch 
show towels, the spare New 
England crewel stems from 
the heavier English work. 
Often, old-world sewing tech­ 
niques were modified to re­ 
flect the needs and materials 
of the new country. 


Sixty-five 
samplers 
a r e 
shown, many from the fa­ 
mous 
Whitman 
Chocolate 
collection, one dating back 
to 1662. Many were made by 
K 
oung girls, one was made 
y a four-year-old. Mothers 
of contemporary lasses mar­ 
vel that any child could sit 
still long enough to do such 
fine work. Modern samplers 
are 
there, 
too, 
wonderful 
colorful geometries of dif­ 
ferent 
stitches 
and 
tech­ 
niques. 


The c e l e b r i t y section 
makes up a large part of the 
show. Twenty-eigi. 
such 
famous n a m e s as Pearl 
Bailey, Mary Martin, Amy 
Vanderbilt, S y b i l Christo­ 
pher, Eydie Gorme. Gypsy 
Rose 
L e e 
an d 
Pauline 
Trigere were thrilled to have 
their efforts displayed. Mary 
Martin’s famous “ Praying 
Hands” turned out to be sur­ 
prisingly small and unbeliev­ 
ably delicate in the finest 
petit point. Pearl Bailey s 
basic honesty and directness 
shine through her framed 
version of the 
Ien Com­ 
mandments. Women looking 
for something besides em­ 
broidered pillows to show off 
their handiwork can consider 
Betty Furness’ fire screen, 
Hugh Downs’ slippers (they

e n o r m o u s ! ) .

Chase’s Noah’s Ark picture, 
or Mrs. Andrew Goodman s 
cover for the hefty Manhat­ 
tan telephone directory. 


An 
intriguing 
n o t e 
of 
needlework mystery turns up 
in the display of quilts. The 
most valuable item in the 
show, valued at $10,000. is a 
magnificent early 
19th-cen­ 
tury 
Baltimore 
friendship 
quilt. It measures nine feet 
square, and has 25 separate 
appliqued designs of fruit, 
flowers and birds done in a 
highly original and distinc­ 
tive manner. There are six 
of these quilts in existence, 
one so lovely that it is kept 
in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. All were done ly the 
same woman—but no one 
knows who she was. 


The 
m ost-difficult-to-ac- 
quire items in the show are 
pieces of authentic Deerfield 
blue-a n d-white 
embroidery 
with 
the 
D-within-the-spin- 
ning-wheel motif. 


The “ Stitched in Time” 
show took about a year and 
a half to assemble. Since it 
opened, the gallery has been 
deluged by voluntary contri­ 
butions. Many of the visitors 
have 
precious 
needlework 
samples which they bring 
right into the gallery, hoping 


to have it displayed. 


The show will run through 
Ju ly 18 in New York; sadly, 
it cannot tour the country. 
However, people wishing to 
set up a similar show will 
find museums co-operative, 
participants 
aplenty, 
an d 
viewers enthusiastic. In an 
age of computers, plastics 
and metal, there’s reassur­ 
ing warmth and humanity in 
handwork.

SHAVING STROKES 


by Frank Beard 


Marking the ball on the green 
has always been a ticklish maj> 
euver. Some individuals I have 
known made it even more tick­ 
lish — for various reasons. 
Marking the ball is like wind­ 
ing a watch — there’s only one 
way to do it. The way to do it: 
1. Place your marker (coin, 
whatever) on the ground BE. 
HIND the ball. 
2. Slide the marker forward 
until it touches the ball. R&. 
lease the coin and pick up the 
ball. 
3. After cleaning, the ball 
should be placed in the exact 
spot 
from which it was lift- 
ed. Then remove the coin. 
It is a frsutrating thing for 
any experienced golfer to watch 
another player mark his ball 
improperly. Like keeping score 
correctly, 
it is one of 
the 
things that a person playing the 
game is supposed to know, 
I h?ve seen many players (not 
professionals!) 
hap - hazardly 
pick up their ball and toss down 
a coin in the vicinity. Some 
mark the spot with the toe 
of their putter. Others with the 
toe of their foot. All of these 
methods, of course, are illegal 
and should result in penalties. 
And if players don't know 
how to mark their ball correct­ 
ly in the first place, you can be 
sure 
they 
don’t 
move their 
marker out of someone else's 
putting line correctly. 
The procedure here is to first 
mark your ball in the correct 
manner. Then, using the club* 
head of your putter as a mea­ 
suring device, move your mark­ 
er, not the ball, to the right 
or left. Line up your move with 
a nearby tree or bush. After­ 
wards. return vour marker to 


its original spot in the same 
manner before placing vour ball 
back on the green.

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Yesterday the Lompoc Chamber of Commerce disclosed to 
the public that an unfortunate error had occurred in the tabulat­ 
ing of points to determine which of the five finalists would 
reign as queen of last weeks Flower Festival. 
The error stemmed from a misinterpretation of the proced­ 
ures to be used in tabulating the points each candidate received 
in the second phase — the talent show — held at the theater 
Wednesday before the festival. When the mistake was later dis­ 
covered and a recount taken, applying the rules strictly as 
written by festival officials, it was found that Miss Dawn Eb- 
bert had amassed more points than Miss Kay Wishard, the 
queen, and the other competitors. 
The chamber’s board of directors was faced with a dilemma 
of considerable proportions. It is to their credit that they im­ 
mediately pushed to the fore their concern for the welfare of 
the two young ladies innocently caught-up in a mistake not of 
their doing. In assessing the situation, board members had to 
concern themselves with searching for a solution which would 
take nothing away from Miss Wishard while at the same time 
affording Miss Ebbert her just dues. 
That the board members and others with direct interest in 
the matter worked long and hard this week to find the best pos­ 
sible solution can be attested to by the fact that they met Wed­ 
nesday morning, again Wednesday noon, and again Wednesday 
evening. 
The solution to the problem, which was agreed upon by all 


affiliated parties including the two young queen candidates and 
their parents, was to announce the fact that the festival did in 
fact have two reigning queens although it was not known at the 
time. Secondly, Miss Ebbert is to be presented a $500 bond and 
trophy to match those presented to Miss Wishard earlier. 
It is indeed! unfortunate that humans are human and that on 
occasion they make mistakes. It is even more unfortunate 
when such mistakes cause emotional distress and embarrass­ 
ment to innocent parties. But it is during such times of stress 
and pain that the bigness that is within people come to the sur­ 
face. 
Obviously there are many people in the Lompoc Valley pos­ 
sessed of considerable quantities of personal goodness and 
bigness. Those in responsible positions in this dilemma ac­ 
cepted their cross and they bore it with dignity. The innocent 
parties, and especially those pretty and talented young ladies 
who were the most injured of all, accepted the trials and tribu­ 
lations of the situation gracefully and magnanimously. They 
proved they both are worthy owners of the queen title and for 
this their parents and the people of the Lompoc Valley can be 
justly proud. 
The facts have been made public. They prove there was no 
wrong doing — only an honest and human mistake. It is now a 
dead issue. We hope that the general public will be as gracious 
and thoughtful as the parties involved and allow the unfortunate 
episode to be forgotten. 


Not yet for burning 


Amid all the nudity and neon, there opened on Broadway this 
past season a new musical with the simple title, “ 1776.” 
The play deals, as well as a musical can, with the deliberations 
and debates of the Second Continental Congress that culminat­ 
ed the writing and signing of the Declaration of Independence. 
Although as least one reviewer complained that the show 
was tasteless and stereotyped and reduced the heroic birth 
of the nation to the level of a “feeble vaudevillian jape,” it 
won the New York Drama Critics’ 
Award. And although it 
contains no scenes of simulated sex, it received immediate 
and continuing popular acclaim. 
This is worthy of note at a time when Americans seem to be 
immersed in cynicism and self-doubt, unpleased with the pres­ 
ent and not altogether confident of the future. Perhaps, under­ 
neath all the sophistication, we are looking for any kind" of re­ 
affirmation that wliat happened in Philadelphia 193 years ago 
was something immensely worthwhile, unique and momentous 
in human history. 
We can thank the young people of today in part for this cur­ 
rent mood of national introspection. 
They are no longer 
content to accept romanticized, whitewashed history. With 
the special talent of the young for perceiving that the emperor 
lias no clothes, or at least is not as elegantly garbed as he 
imagines, they demand that we not only tell it like it is but like 
it really was as well. 
The Boston Massacre, the New York and Boston Tea Par­ 
ties, the Revolution itself, they remind us, were acts of vio-

lence against the established authority of the day. 
The men we revere as heroes were considered dangerous 
radicals by their conservative contemporaries, who numbered 
possibly a third of the population of the colonies. Few of those 
who signed their names to that parchment in Philadelphia had 
any intention of extending the inalienable rights they claimed 
for themselves to anyone not of their race and class. 
Yet strangely enough, when the young call American society 
to task for its sins of omission and commission, it is the crea­ 
tion of these imperfect men, the Declaration of Independence, 
they figuratively hold aloft, demanding, “ When are you going 
to live up to it?” 
Receiving no answers that satisfy them, too many of the 
young seem prepared to write off America as a finished ex­ 
periment,, a failure. But the flag, whatever stains may blem­ 
ish it, is not yet for burning. America, for all its faults and 
shortcomings, means more to more people around the world 
than even in its past. It is because great things are expected 
of us — not hoped for but expected — that there is such a readi­ 
ness to pounce on us for any departure from our guiding ideals. 
When people become furious at America, they pay it the high­ 
est possible compliment, 
whether they intend to or not. 
What happened in Philadelphia 193 years ago was indeed some­ 
thing immensely worth-while, 
unique and momentous in hu­ 
man history. Have we lived up to its promises? 
Much more than the men of that time could have dreamed. 
Much less than the men of future times will take for granted.

Silent Spring revisited 


New York— One of the city’s great 
museums is the American Museum of Na­ 
tural History. For its hundredth anniver­ 
sary the museum has an exhibit that 
would have startled the daylights out 
of the supremely confident establishment 
figures who provided the millions for one 
of the most comprehensive collections 
of man’s past and present on this trou­ 
bled planet. 
It is callded “ Can 
Man Survive?” With 
films, sound tracks 
and blown - up photo-

Here 
is industry 
belching 
out 
vile 
fumes and dense smoke—133 million 
tons of aerial garbage a year, says the 
sound track. Waste poured into rivers 
big and small that are hardly more than 
sewers. 
The consequences of the population 
explosion are shown in the dire pro­ 
liferation of peoples far beyond the food 
supply in many parts of Asia and La­ 
tin America. The films of Asians on 
the ragged edge of starvation are strong 
stuff, hardly conducive to sitting down 
disregard for one’s fellow man. Teeming 
millions move before the camera looking 
like lemmings swayed by herd instinct. 
In the latter part of the exhibit the 
sound track blares out the defiant words 
of the individualist challenging any re­ 
straints on the right to exploit air, earth 
or water falling under their domain. 
“ Why can’t I do what I want to with my 
own land?” “ Who’s going to tell me how 
to run my plant?” “ Why shouldn’t we 
try to get ahead of the Russians?” 
The overwhelming impact is of the 
destruction of the vital oxygen in the 
air and the fresh water essential to all 
animal and plant life. In a few dec­ 
ades technological man has begun to un­ 
dermine the elements built up over mil­ 
lions of years as the first animate crea­ 
tures crawled out of the slime. The 
answer to the question posed by the exhi­ 
bit must be a hesitant maybe yes, may­ 
be no. 
The setting points up the drama of the 
challenge. The museum's Great Hall is 
dedicated to Theodore Roosevelt and his 
robust words are in imperishable bronze 
celebrating the strenuous life. In the 
Hall of African Mammals are trophies 
of his big-game hunts from that far-off 
time before much of African wild life 
was threatened with extinction. In bronze 
too, are the plaques to the donors, the 
men who early in the century built their 
large fortunes on America’s resource 
base which at that point seemed inex­ 
haustible. 
With a jolt this country has begun to 
wake up to a realization of how far down 
the road to devastation we have gone. 
The first small steps are being taken 
to reverse the trend. But as an answer 
to “ Can Man Survive?” They are only 
the most tentative footprints in the waste 
land. 
The bureaucracies have been created 
in Washington to clean up the rivers and 
restore the balance in the polluted air of 
our cities. The Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration is housed in the 
Department of Interior, Secretary Wal­ 
ter Hickle testified that the Administra- 
tion could effectively spend $600 million 
a year in grants to build sewage dispo- 
sal plants. This is almost $400 million 
more than the request in the budget tor 
the coming fiscal year. 
The estimate of leaders in the clean­ 
up drive — Sen, Edmund Muskie of Maine 
in the forefront — is that between 1969 
and 1973 it will take $10 bilUon to 


make a substantial advance. At the rate 
of $214 million a year, which is the bud­ 
getary re 
getary request, you can see how far we’ll 
get in four years, as one of the work­ 
ers in the vineyard put it. 
Most states, which pay 40 per cent 
of the construction cost for sewage 
plants are against 60 per cent from the 
federal grant, put the clean-up cost much 
higher than the federal estimates. This 
is particularly true in the big-city states 
where industry adds a constant stream of 
pollution to the raw sewage flowing into 
rivers and lakes. 
Here in New York State the federal 
estimate is $1 billion. The state’s own 
estimate is more than twice that amount. 
For Pennsylvania the Federal Water Pol­ 
lution Administration puts the cost at 
$331 million, the stale at $454 mil­ 
lion. Maine, where the vision is of 
sparkling streams and lakes, sets a goal 
of $148 million as against the federal

estimate of $47 million. 
The National Center for Air Pollution 
Control is in Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare. The request in the budget for 
next year is $95.8 million. As with water, 
that is woefully inadequate when measur­ 
ed against the cost of doing a job that 
will begin to remove the poisons mil­ 
lions breathe every day. “ Can Man Sur­ 
vive?” shows how those poisons harass 
city dwellers and help to fill the hos­ 
pitals with victims of respiratory dis­ 
ease. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin, a 
valiant champion of a clean environment, 
tells a story of how the animals of the 
Earth held a congress to charge man with 
destroying their world. They voted with 
only one exception to find man guilty 
as charged. The exception was the dog. 
Pay no attention to him, said the pre­ 
siding officer, he’s an Uncle Tom.

In the backwash of the controversy 
over the proposed Lompoc Project it 
is inevitable that some people in the 
Lompoc area should talk about reform­ 
ing the present Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, forming a new 
district or otherwise moving to rectify 
what is considered a grave injustice. 


Well-placed indivi­ 
duals and 
I might 
add, some who are 
noted for their fore- 
bearance, point to the 
failure of the district 
board 
to 
support 
Lompoc Project in 
the clear and direct 
way that the temper 
of 
the 
electorate 
seemed to indicate. 
Thousands of per­ 
sons in the Lompoc 
area signed a peti­ 
tion calling on all officials to put aside 
their superficial differences and go ahead 
with the project. 
A legal source told this columnist a 
few days ago that, the best way to bring 
about a change in the situation would 
be to do it at the ballot box in Novem­ 
ber. Three of the five directors-Rich­ 
ard Henning, William Laranjo and And­ 
rew Petersen are coming up for re- 
election at this time. There is no indica­ 
tion of the intentions of the 
three 
directors at this time. Henning voted 
with a majority of the board to stall 
the 
water 
conservation project and 
give it priority second to the state 
Feather River program. He represents 
Division I, which covers part of the 
City of Lompoc and most of the west 
Valley. Henning lives in an area that 
was hard hit by last winter’s floods. 
Many of his neighbors attended an em­ 
ergency meeting in Veteran’s Memorial 
Building immediately after the floods 
had subsided and there were persistent 
demands for the expediting of Lompoc 
Project. Henning was present but said 
little. 
Political observers speculate it would 
be a cinch to replace him on the board 
by the election process, but that it would 
be more difficult to find candidates who 
would be powerful enough to unseat 
Petersen and Laranjo. 
A separate and different district could 
be formed to more closely reflect the 
will of the majority of the present dis­ 


trict’s taxpayers but the legal hurdles 
are difficult if not insurmountable, ac­ 
cording to the legal source. The opinion 
coincides with past experience with the 
Board of Supervisors and the Local 
Agency Commission, both key factors 
in any new district formation. The com­ 
mission which has to answer ultimately 
to the supervisors has traditionally 
frowned on the formation of new dis­ 
tricts, or the redrawing of old dis­ 
tricts. Either aim can be accomplished, 
but the very nature of the enabling 
legislation behind LAFCO makes it dif­ 
ficult. 
People who speculate along these lines 
invariably ask what the district has 
ever done in fact for the people 
in 
Lompoc Valley. Perhaps some minds 
better versed in district affairs over 
the years may come up with some 
benefits that match the tax rate that 
people in the Lompoc area have paid 
since the district was formed in 1939. 
Perhaps not, though. 
ODDS AND ENDS— 
William Fick was reappointed to the 
Planning Commission this week and a 
good move it was. Fick has served 
well on the commission and has been a 
chairman of enduring and meaningful 
quality. In addition to his duties 
as 
chairman, Fick has served on the com­ 
mission’s committees, including the Civ­ 
ic Center Site Selection; Lompoc Pro­ 
ject; Subdivision Review; Agricultural 
Preserve, and Home Occupations.
